presidential pressure for quick ac­ 


tion on war legislation, 
the senate 
today continued 
quibbling on 
the 
conscription bill. 
Apparently a breach between 
the 
white house and the 
senate 
was 
growing wide while the nation waits 
for a method of 
raising 
an army. 
Over three hours 
were 
spent 
in 
wrangling over 
whether 
the 
men 
chosen for the army 
should 
serve 
during emergencies 
or during 
tjie 
present war. 
Chairman Kitchen 
of the house 
ways and means committee told the 
house 
that 
an 
appropriation 
of 
$450,000,000 must be added to 
the 
revenue bill now before the house. 
Kitchen read a statement from the 
treasury department 
showing 
that 
the total appropriation passed and 
pending in congress 
for war 
pur­ 
poses is more than 
$0,000,000,000, 
and 
that 
$450,000,000 
must 
be 
raised to cover appropriations 
al­ 
ready made. 
Representative Lenroot moved to 
increase from 11 to 14 per cent the 
surtax on incomes exceeding $60,000 
but do not 
exceed 
$80,000. 
This 
was adopted. 
Kitchen caused a surprise 
when 
he favored this amendment. Tie had 
opposed 
all previous 
amendments 
to increase the income tax. 
He said 
he had 
received 
advice 
from 
the 
treasury department 
that the gov­ 
ernment will need all the money 
it 
can possibly raise.

The war department wishes to im­ 
press npon the people that there is 
only «me day for registration. All 
males between the designated ages 
must register on the day set. 
The 
fact that five days were allowed for 
the placing of the necessary blank 
forms in the hands 
of registrars 
appears to have misled some head­ 
line 
writers. 
One 
day 
only—the 
day fixed in the president’s procla­ 
mation—will he devoted 
to regis­ 
tration. 
“The war department is gratified 
by the spontaneous offers of uncom- 
/ pensated assistance in carrying out 
the work of registration. 
“One father, in offering to serve 
as registrar, writes: 
“ I have two sons in the guard 
and one in the regular army hut I 
want to do ray own little bit.” This 
is typical of 
hundreds 
of letters. 
All such offers should be made to 
the governors who are the head of 
the registration machinery of their 
respective states. 
“It should he clearly understood 
that no male resident of the Unit­ 
ed States between 
the designated 
ages is excused 
from 
registration 
unless he is already in the military 
or 
naval 
service 
of the 
United 
States; that 
is a member 
of the 
regular army or navy, 
the marine 
corps, coast guard service 
or that 
part of the national guard not ac­ 
tually in the federal service. 
“Registration 
is 
distinct 
from 
selective service. 
Registration is a 
necessary preliminary to the 
later 
process of selection. 
“It is useless 
to ask registrars 
to excuse any one from registration. 
The registrar 
has no such power. 
No one can suspend the law requir­ 
ing all to register. 
“It is important that all 
shall 
understand the significance of reg­ 
istration and it is hoped 
that 
the 
day will be approached in the spirit 
with which the government has ap­ 
pointed it. 
Demoearey

Xo one can absent himself 
nor can the well-to-do man get any 
one to represent him on the occas­ 
ion.

Xorth Carolina, Louisiana, Georgia, 
i Texas, Oregon, Oklahoma, Xebras- 
ka, Kentucky, Indiana, 
and M assa­ 
chusetts. 
These 
states . contained 
21,673 members last year, but pig 
¿dubs are being formed rapidly 
in 
other States. 
The demand for gilts 
and bred gilts by club 
members is 
unprecedented, 
even at the

No Politics In It 


The government has made it very 
plain that every effort will be made 
to prevent 
politics 
from 
entering 
into the practical application of the 
conscription bill. 
The local boards 
will have no authority 
to exempt 
anyone of drajT age. 
Pertinent to 
this subject the secretary 
of war 
has issued another statement, late­ 
ly, outlining the difference between 
registration 
and the 
usual 
draft* 
and explaining penalities for viola­ 
tion of the law: 
From many, letters received daily 
the W ar Department learns that re­ 
gistration and 
selective 
draft are 
being confounded. 
These are sep­ 
arate and distinct processes. Regis­ 
tration is simply the enrolling of all 
male residents of the TTnited States 
between the ages of 21 and 30, in­ 
clusive. 
Every male 
resident 
be­ 
tween the 
designated 
ages 
must 
register on the 
date 
set 
by the 
President’s proclamation unless he 
is in the Regular 
Army, the Navy, 
the 
National Guard, or Navy Mili­ 
tia, actually in the Federal service. 
The enrolling is done in each vot­ 
ing precinct by a registrar appoint­ 
ed for the purpose. 
The duties of 
the registrar are 
mandatory 
and 
are performed under the sanction of 
an oath. 
Nothing is left to his dis* 
cretion. 
He is liable to heavy pen* 
alty, imprisonment 
with no alter­ 
native of fine, for making a false 
return or in any way being a party 
to or conniving 
at practices 
or 
favoritism or evasion. 
A like pen­ 
alty impends 
over the

who fail* to register.

ren do their work.” 
Up to the present 
the movement 
has progressed no further than con­ 
ferences by southern 
senators, 
led 
by Senator Overman of North Caro­ 
lina. 
“Whether we initiate an effort to 
suspend the child labor 
law during 
the war depends upon the outcome 
of conferences now going on. 
I am 
trying to consult 
those 
men 
who 
favored the 
adoption 
of the bill 
first and see what their attitude is 
on a temporary suspension. 
I will 
probably know next 
week what we 
will do,” said Senator Overman. 
Interviews with 
several senators 
who supported 
the 
law 
developed 
today 
that 
they 
are 
irrevocably 
against suspending 
it now for the 
war. 
Others say no good argument

17.—Sixty-five 


representatives of the Indiana aca- 
demy of science were here today, 
together with a large number of the 
alumni of Purdue University to at- 
tend the dedication of Stanley Coul- 
ter hall of biology at Purdue—the 
first University building in the coun- 
try to be named after a professor 
in active service. The building was 
named in honor 
of Dean 
Coulter 


at the request of the alumni assoc- 
iation. 


•He has 
been 
a member 
of the 


faculty since 1887, and has publish- 
ed many scientific papers, chiefly on 
plant histology and taxanamy.

ference report on the war army bil 
was adopted by the house without a 
record vote late yesterday, 
after 


Representative Bent had announced 
that the

creasing the pay 
of enlisted men.

The section 
regarding pay as 


agreed to by the conferees provides 
that all officers and enlisted .men of 
the forces to TJB raised by conscrip- 
tion shall have the same pay, al- 
lowances and pensions as the regu- 
lar army, and makes these increases 
in the pay 
of 
enlisted regulars 


Those receiving $15'to $21 a pel 
month, an 
increase 
of 
$15 ' per 


month; 
those receiving $24, an in- 


crease 'of $12; those receiving $30 
or $40, an increase of $8, and those 
receiving $45 or more, an increase 
of $6. 


The senate was expected • to ac- 


cept the conference report today or 
Friday and then it will go .to 
the 


president. Senator Chamberlain said 
an effort might be expected 
when 


the report is ibrought 
up in 
the 


senate to reduce the maximum con- 
scription age of 30 years insisted 
upon by the house and agreed to by 
the conferees. Both the pay

Roosevelt 


volunteer amendment may also en-
